HUDSON MEDICINAL WATERS. 


———— 


Dae 

T has been known for fometimetpaft, 

that there exift within and near the\¢orpa 
ration of the city of Hudfon, fe@eral. fa- 
line or mineral fprings. As the waters 
of thefe fprings take their qualities from 
the mineral produétions through #hich 
they pafs, it. may nat be improper, in’ men” 
tioning the former, to give fome account 
ot the latter: The foil in and about Hud- 
fon confifts for the moft pare of clay, with 
which are intermixed, mechanically, large 
portions of calcareous and magnefian 
earths, and every where are to be found 
traces of iron and the fulphuric acid; 
thefe are fometimes difcovered chemically 
combined in various mineral fubftances ; 
efpecially a fine fpecimen of pyritous ftone, 
termed bliftered marcafite, is often found 
wafhed out by the rains in the deep gullies 
of ‘this vicinity. That hepatic waters 
fhould refult trom the decompofition ot 
{uch materials, and that Epfom waters 
fhould abound in fuch a foi}, might nat- 
urally be expeSted. We accordingly find 
here, with fome interruption, a continua- 
tion of thofe {prings, fome partaking more 
of one quality and fome ot the other, for 
miles in extent ; they are to be met with 
equally on both fides of the river, and are 
feen burfting through its bed below high 
water mark, and trickling down the fides 


oi the high clay banks, called the C/avers, 














about two miles to the north of this city, 
leaving behind them a very auftere and 
bitter falt, which during the fummer fea- 
fon in dry weather, gives thefe banks at a 
diftance, a white appearance. Although 
thefe waters are charatterifed principally 
by the fulphurated bydrogen gas and the 
falphit of magnefia, yet fome of them 
poffefs other qualities in an inferior de- 
gree ; but one or two excepted, none of 
them appear to be highly charged with 
thofe materials. 





The water which has hitherto attraf&ted 

Wattention, is that of a large fulphur 
fpring, recently difcovered on the tarm of 
Berry Chafe, about four miles to the north- 
ward of Hudfon. It boils up through 
perforations in a rock, at the bottom of a 
low bog or morafs ; this water is unquef- 
tionably poffefled of valuable medicinal 
qualities ; befides the fulphurated gas and 
Epfom falt, it alfo contains a flight pro- 
portion of the carbonate of lime, and a 
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has known many obitinate cafes of Eryli- 
pelas, I:ch, Herpes, and two cafes of 


Rheumatifm, where cures have been ob-

GENERAL EATON, 
Lately appointed Commander in chief of 
thedorces of the exiled Tripoline monarch, 
Hamet Bafhaw, is a Green Mountain Boy, 
He was appointed a Captain in the Welt. 
em Amy of the United States, about the 
year a791, and recruited a company at 
Bennington. In our army he rofe no 
highefthan the rank of Captain. During 
the latter part of tlre adminiftration of Pref. 
ident Wafhington,, he was appointed Cor. 
fulat Tunis, in which important {lation he 
Mupported the intereit of his courtry with 
zeal and ability. When Commodore 
Morris was at Malta, he was applied to by 
a Maltefe black{mith of the name of Buffh- 
til, flyling himfelf conful and agent of his 
Excellency Sidi Hamet Carmanli the firft 
born of Tripoli, to afiift in placing his 
mafier on ihe throne occupied by bis bro- 
ther, Thé propofal was that the United 
States fhould advance 50,000 dollars, 20, 
000 ftand of arms, and a quantity of gun- 
powder, and cooperate with their whole 
torce in the Mediteranean ; promiling that 
if fuccefstul the new Befhaw would make 
peace with the United States. Commo- 
dore Morris did not think himfelf author- 
ifed to accept this propofal. A correfpon- 
dence aficrwards pafled upon this fubjeéh 
between Mr. Eaton, and Mr. Madifon, 
Secretary of State. Mr. Katon eventually 
advanced a confiderabie fum of the public 
money for this objet but a commitice of 
Congrefs have reported in favor ol his gen- 
eral condaét in his confulihip. ‘The pro- 
je@ hes fince been fan&tioned by govern- 
ment, and Mr. Eaton commiffhioned to co- 
operate with the exiled Bathaw, who has 
appointed him Generalifiimo of his armies. 
By the Jaft accounts he was on his march 
along the coaft of Africa from Egypt to 
Tripoli, a diftance of 1000 miles, with a 





confiderable and increaling force, Gen- 
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eral Eaton will attack Tripoli by land, and 
Commodore Barron by fea ; and it is ho- 
ped that the refult of this fingular and dan- 
gerous expedition will be honorable to our. 
country.

ICE~HOUSES. 


AS the season is at hand of preparing Ice-houses 
for the ensuing year.—The following pian of con- 
struction by Thomas Moore, extracted from the 6th 
yol, of the Medical Repository, may be acceptable 


to our readers :— [ Pol. Reg. ] 
« What is the-moft eligible contruction 

Jor an Ice-Houfe? 

° Iwi not undertake to fay Lam ful- 
ly prepared to anfwer this queftion; altho’ 
Iam fully perfuaded that the foregoing 

“flatement of the principles on which it de- 
pends is correét, and the obfervations foun- 

-ded thereon are corroborated by experi- 
ments as far as 1 have had an opportunity 
of attending thereto. Yet I have no doubt 
but further experience will fuggelt to in- 
telligent oblervers,improvements which do 
mot now eccur. I will however offera 
plan the moft fimple and cheap that J have 
yet thought of, confiftent with che princi- 
ples laid down. 


«* The moft favorable fitaation is a north 
hill fide near the top. On fuch a {cite 
open a pit 12 feet fquare at top, 10 at bot- 
tom, and 8 or g feetdeep: Logs may be 
laid round the top et the beginning, and 
the earth dug out, raifed behind them fo as 
to make a part of the depth of the pit. A 
drain fhould be made at one cormer, the 
{pout to carry off the water fhould defcend 
from the pit except a fhort piece at the 
outward extremity, which ought to rife 
thas -— —— ; the depreffed part will 
always ftand full of water, and prevent 
communication with the external air. Dig 
holes in the bottom of the pit, and fet 
therein four perpendicular corner pofts, 
and an intermediate one on each fide ; let 
the infides of thefe pofts form a {quare of 
® feet in the middle of the pit. Then, in 
order to avoid dampnefs from below, coy- 
er the bottom three or four inches deep 
with dry fand, if it can be conveniently 
got. The next thing to be done I confid- 
er as the moft material, and alfo expenfive 
part of the bufinefs, which is fixing a pro- 
r floor for the ice to rehR on. In order 

to do this, letahree or four fleepers, fup- 
am at the ends, be placed acrofs the 
uare included by the pofts ; their upper 
edges about a toot from the bottom, but fo 
‘that the plank laid thereon may have a de- 
{cent of atew inches towards one ot the 


next the drain, The plank thoild be

two inches thick and about half feafoned ; 
jointed, grooved and tongued, or lathed 
and grooves cut near the joints, in the up- 
per fide, fo as to prevent any water from 
going through. The floor muff exiend a 
little without the inner fides of the pofts, 
fo that the water dripping from the fides 
Then fix a plank, 
or {pout, atthe lower end of the floor in 
fuch a manner as to convey the water into 
the drain.—The floor being completed, 
begin at the bottom and plank up on the 
infides of the pofts with 3 or 3 plank, lap- 
ping the lower edge of each a little on he 
one below, fo that the water may keep on 
the infide : this done tothe top of the pofts 
(which fhould be even with the top of the 
pit) and the infide will be completed ;— 
except that it will be proper to cover the 
floor with loofe plank previous to putting 
intheice. Theroof may be compofed 
of any materials, and in any form that will 
defend the contents of the pit from wet, 
from the direét rays of the fun, and alfo 
admit the free circulation of air: Ido 
not think any could anfwer the purpofe 
better than one made of thatch, fupported 
by pofts a tew feet from the ground. 
“The mode of filling the houfe remains 
now to be confidered ; and on this much 
depends. 4 
‘* Early in the winteg fillthe interftice 
between the ice chamber and the bank 
with clean dry ftraw clofely preffed; this 
being done early, will prevent the earth 
from freezing, which would be injurious 
to the fides of the pit. The ice fhould be 
colleéted in the coldeft weather; let it be 
expofed at leaft one night to the cold at- 
mofphere after it is removed from the wa- 
ter which wil! reduce its temperature ma- 
ny degrees, if the weather is fevere. When 
put into the houfe, it fhould be beat fmall, 
and Itlink it would be ufeful frequently 
to Sprinkle it with a watering pot whilft put- 
ting in; the mafs would by that means be ren- 
dered more compact. When the chamber 
1s filled, cover the whole with a good thick- 
nef{s of ftraw ; but J fhould fuppofle it would 
he beit to cover the ice firft with plank, 
fupported by the fides of the chamber, on- 
ly leaving a door to defcend through. 
‘“Such a houfe as has been deferibed 
will contain about ten tons, and I am per- 
fuaded will be found fufficient to afford 
an ample fupply for almoft any private 
family. 
“It is nearly the kind I had in view 
when 1] eflimated the expence would not 
exceed 20 dollars ; and if we calculate on 
a great part of the bufinefs being done by 
the family, which in the country in gener- 
al it very wel} may,the a€tual out-lay in ma- 
ny places need not be 5dols. Thofe whoare 
lefs {paring of expence if they choofe, may 
wall or what is better plank up the fides 
of the pit, and finifh the roof in a fiyle of 
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“In level fituations, where a drain can. 
not be conveniently dug out from the bot- 
tom of the pit, I fhould fuppofe it would 
anfwer very well to enclofe the ice by a 
mound raifed entirely above the furface of 
the earth, through which the water may be 
difcharged ; in other refpeéis to be fimilar 
to the foregoing defcription. This per- 
haps would not a quite fo cool a repofi. 
tory as if under the furtace of the earth 
very thick; but I am perfuaded that the 
lofs of a tew degrees in temperature bears 
very little propertion tothe advantage re- 
fulting from drynefs. 

“If it were certain the floor would be 
perfeétly tight, the paffage of heat tothe 
ice would be rendered ftill more difficult 
by confining a quantity of dry afhes, faw. 
duft, ftraw or fome other non-couduor 
between the floor and the bottom ot the

Respectfully Sheweth, 


That yowr memorialists are deeply affected by 
the recent capture, at the very entrance of this port, 
of the American ship 7wo Friends, by a French pri- 
vateer. This event has excited among all classes of 
citizens the strongest sensations, not only because 
_ the said ship was captured without any color of pre- 
tence, within sight of land but because she is our on- 
| ly regular London trader, and had on board a full 
supply ot spring and summer goods. The distress 
and anxiety occasioned by these circumstances, are 
greatly enhanced from our haying been hitherto de- 
prived of our spring supplies, and from an antici- 
pation of the consequence justly to be apprehended 
from a continuance of similar outrages should net 
the mest prompt and effectual measures be adopted 
for the protection and security of our commercial 
interests. 

Your Memorialists are authorised to add (altho’ 
the fact be not detailed im the protest) thgt it ap- 

ears from undoubted authority, that the magnitude 
Ae the prize was the sole inducement to the above- 
mentioned capture, the captors having said that 
ety would release the Two Friends, in the event 
of their failing in with any other valuable prize, 
which might he more worthy their notice. 

This most extraordinary capture, in direct viola- 
tion of our treaty with France, (as appears by the 
accompanying documents)has already been followed 
by events no less alarming—our harbor being at this 
moment completely blockaded by three French pri- 








vateers, (and more are daily expected) which ex- 
amine all vessels coming in and going out of this 
port and either detain or release them, according as 
their value excites the cupidity of the crwizers. 

This degrading state of our harbor has necessari- 
ly raised the premium of insurance, thus forcing ad- 
ditional sums from the pockets of our citizens—has 
advanced the prices of every commodity, and crea- 
ted a distressing stagnation of our exports; for the 
merchants, not receiving their goods from abroad, 
are incapacitated from purchasing ne of 
the country. Ameng these deplorable effects of the 
,defenceless and humiliating condition of our com- 
merce, may be moreover enumerated the immense 
| loss of duties—those of the ship 2a Friends alone, 
| being estimated by the Collector, at 45,000 dollars. 

Your meimorialists have the best reasons for be- 
lieving that the early success. experienced by these 
French privateers, will immediately allure others in 

swarms to our coasts and bar, to the total ruin of 
private mercantile concerns, and the most fatal de- 
falcation of the public revenue: Your memorialists 
have no less ground for appreheoding that British 
cruizers, availing themselves of the absence of do- 
i; mestic protection, will, under the color of expelling 

the French, assume and occupy their ground, and 
either retain us in the same degraded state, harras- 
sing onr vessels by searches and detentions, or swb- 
ject us to the disgraceful and mortifying ebligations 
of gratitude, for alien succor and relief. 

Your memorialists are the more alarmed at these 
depredations, because much valuable property is still 
expected this summer, from other quarters than 
London, and considerable importations will be look-

shores, and peculiar situation of whose bar 2nd har- 
bor, every vessel, in her ingress and egress, is thus 
subjected to search, detention orseizure. We con- 
tent ourselves with a bare statement of the above 
grievance, superadded to so many others, not doubt- 
ing that the President will take the same into con- 
sideration, and being duly impressed with the ne- 
cessity of some early remedial arran t, either 
of a legislative or diplomatic nature,will recur to such 
as may appear most conducive to the desired end. 

Your memorialists having thus exhibited but an 
imperfect view of their ruinous, unprotected and d-- 
graded situation, rely with confidence on the prom: 
interposition of thé President, to obtain, by repre- 
sentations to the minister of France, and of Spair, 
(in the event of the Two Friends being carried into a 
Spanish port) restitucion of the ship and her 
cargo, and to cause a stop to be put to similar spe!i- 
ations. And your memorialists further most earn- 
estly solicit some inimediate and effectual naval pro- 
tection for our harbour and shores, togerher with 
such other measures as the national counseis, ia their 
wisdom may deem expedient, as well for prevention 
of the renewal of the outrages we have sustained, 
as for the permanent safety and protection of our 
commercial and navigating rights and imterests.
